Chuck was born and raised in Massachusetts, one of four sons. At a young age, 
Chuck witnessed the worse that humanity has to offer when he served his country 
in Vietnam. He was haunted to an extent by his experiences there, and only Peg and 
those of you who have served in Combat can understand his lasting pain. Chuck 
found great comfort amongst his comrades in V.F.W. Post #8270, and served the 
Post with distinction as its Quartermaster for twenty years. 

Chuck was blessed to have experienced the best of humanity in his family. He met 
the love of his life in Ossipee, when he met and then married Peggy. They were the 
very first couple to be married in St. Josephs Church, 35 years ago. Peg and Chuck 
had two children, Susan and Chucky, and while they started their lives in Massachu- 
setts, it was Ossipee which became their home. First in a small cabin on Pine Hill 
Road, and later in the Bluffs, before building their dream home in Deer Cove. 

There are very few couples who are true soul mates, and Peg and Chuck certainly 
were. Other than work, they spent every moment together, and were most happy at 
home, with their dog looking out over the lake. 

As the years passed, and his children found their mates, Chuck was very much at 
ease in his role as father, father-in-law, and grandfather. 

Chuck began working for the Town in the highway department in July of 1979. He 
was a devoted employee who stepped up to the plate and took over as foreman after 
the death of his friend Rodney A. White, Sr. Chuck was a great foreman who was 
very proud of his crew. There are many who can attest to his Irish temper if anyone 


messed with them. The Highway Department has seen much tragedy in the last ten 
years. With Keith Brownell, Danny Riley, Rodney A. White, Sr., andnow Chuck. God 
is assembling quite a road crew. 

There is no doubt that Chuck is in a better place. Many people talk the talk, but 
Chuck O'Sullivan walked the walk. Chuck not only believed, but led a life which 
clearly earned him his spot in Heaven. 

Chuck O'Sullivan should be remembered as aman who loved his Country, andthe 
Town of Ossipee, who was a devoted husband and Father, who cherished his family, 
and was a true friend to anyone who would be friends with him.

REPORT OF THE TAX DEPARTMENT, 2000 


The school funding problem is ongoing. A special commission was set up by 
Governor Shaheen and they spent the past year looking into ways to raise 825 
million dollars to ease the property tax burden. The Statewide property tax raised 
460 million and they are looking to sales tax, income tax or other sources to raise 
the balance. To date they have been unable to come up with a_ solution that 
would not have a negative effect on either the economy or individuals. 

Our tax computer program was much friendlier this year. We installed the 
water/sewer collections directly into the tax machine and this saved many hours 
balancing by hand. Wish we had done this sooner as the water/sewer collections 
will be back to their department on January 1, 2001.

There will be an added $35 fee the first year, in addition to the 
nominal state fee. Subsequent years will be $30.00 extra. The $30 fee will benefit 
six different conservation areas.

Annual Report - Year 2000 


The Trustees of Trust Funds for the Town of Ossipee are happy to report that 
2000 has been a productive year for the Trustees. We were able to assist 
Ossipee high school graduates with over $24,000.00 in Scholarships. The 
Lyford Merrow Scholarship is only for Ossipee residents and only those who 
have lived in Ossipee for a minimum of three (3) CONSECUTIVE years prior to 
their graduation. This is a strict residency requirement and will be checked. Also 
the Carol E. Duchesne Scholarship awarded $1,000.00 this past year to college 
students studying entry into the Health Fields. 

It is anticipated that $24,000.00 from the Lyford Merrow fund will be available 
for the June 2001 graduates. This is a wonderful opportunity for a student to get 
into college and combined with the other available scholarships, a chance to 
advance their educational goals. All scholarship information for College bound 
students is available at the High School Guidance Counselor Office and any 
student may inquire about them. In addition the Trustees were also able to 
present a check for $6,000 to the Town for Cemetery Maintenance. 

The investment policies of the Trustees of Trust Funds meet the rigid 
requirements of the Charitable Trust Division of the Office of the New Hampshire 
Attorney General. As such we have investments in: U.S. TREASURY T-BILLS; 
CERTIFICATES OF DEPOSIT; MONEY MARKET ACCOUNTS; SAVINGS 
ACCOUNTS; CHECKING ACCOUNTS AND THE NEW HAMPSHIRE PUBLIC 
DEPOSIT INVESTMENT POOL. Locally we utilize Berlin City Bank, Citizens 
Bank and Laconia Savings Bank in Ossipee. 

On the following page you will see the Audited breakdown of the Basic 
Accounts of the Ossipee Trust Funds. We list the basic categories and their 
Principal and interest sums, indicating the beginning balance of the year, the 
income and expenditures and the ending balance as of 31 December 2000. Of 
course some interest payments on Certificates of Deposit may not be included 
as the maturing dates are later than December 31st, 2000.

2000 Annual Report 


The Ossipee Economic Development Committee generally meets on the 
fourth Tuesday of every other month. New members are always welcome. 

An agreement on the use of the eight computers in the library was signed by 
the Selectmen, the Library Trustees, and the Ossipee Economic Development 
Committee to maximize their use. The Library has had a large response for 
courses costing a minimal fee which is used to maintain the equipment. The 
computers are also available for use by schools and businesses for education 
and training by contacting the Library or the Ossipee Economic Development 
Committee. The Chamber of Commerce helped publicize the courses to all their 
businesses. 

This past spring the OEDC co-sponsored a Garden Show with Ossipee Old 
Home Week Committee. There were not many exhibitors because with the 
Ossipee Old Home Week Committee it was a busy weekend and everyone was 
short of help. Carroll County Extension did soil testing and helped children plant 
seeds. The newly opened Mountain Greenery set up a wonderful display, sold a 
lot of flowers, and were photographed by the newspaper reporter. A hummingbird 
banner was raffled off and $23 was donated to the Ossipee Old Home Week 
Committee. 

A Business Visitation Survey was developed with Mount Washington Valley 
Economic Council and administered to a number of Ossipee businesses. Over 
the last several years many businesses have participated in the survey. The 
survey is used to find common interests, concerns, and needs. Mount 
Washington Valley Economic Council uses these results to plan their programs 
and workshops to help businesses in the area. If your business would like to be 
interviewed this spring, please let us know. 

These results are also being incorporated into the Chapter on Economic 
Development in The Update of the Master Plan currently being worked on. We 
hope to finish it this spring. The Chapter is being developed around our mission 
statement. 

The Ossipee Economic Development Committee seeks to promote and 
support economic vitality in Ossipee by providing services for existing 
businesses, and supporting opportunities for technical training. The Ossipee 
Economic Development Committee fosters organized growth utilizing human and 
natural resources in a responsible way. The Ossipee Economic Development 
Committee seeks to provide an organic process for evaluation and 
reassessment of this committee and its goals.

It has been a difficult year for all of the Highway Department, but we have 
pushed on. We have paved and rebuilt a section of Chickville Road, sealed Dorr's 
Corner Road, improved and repaved the entrance to Long Sands Road, finished 
Deer Cove Road to name just some of the roads we have improved. Our goal is to 
continue to improve the road system with the funds we have available. We know 
many of the Town roads need improvements. Wecan only accomplish what we have 
money and manpower to do. 

This year we have added a beeper system to better serve your needs. Each 
employee of the Department will be on call 24 hours a day for one week at a time. 
This person will call out additional personnel as needed to handle any problem. 

Your safety is our concern. If you can't reach us by phone we are busy on the 
road. Please leave a message at the Town Office and it will reach us. Your problem 
will be addressed as soon as possible. 

Ossipee has 80 miles of roads to maintain, of which 45 miles are dirt roads. We 
do our best to keep all roads clear and safe.

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Overall usage of the library continues to climb: an increase of 30% from 1999 
to 2000; an increase of 93% from 1998 to 2000; an increase of 133% from 1997 to 
2000. 

In this age of Technology, the Ossipee Public Library offers much more than just 
books, magazines and the local newspaper to read. We are fortunate to have a wide 
selection of books on tape and videos, most of which have been donated to us by 
our patrons. We also have Internet access to newspapers and periodicals through 
a program called "ProQuest", paid for by the State Library. If you have a computer 
at home you can access "ProQuest" by using a password, which can be obtained at 
the library. 

Many wonderful teachers volunteer their time, offering a variety of computer 
classes, for both children and adults, at different times of the day or evening: 

1) The Very Basic Computer Class: (Mr. Rich Paiva) 

2) Basic Introduction to Computer Class: (Mr. Tim Avery) 

3) Intermediate Computer Class: (Mr. Ralph Wurster) 

4) Internet Access Class: (Mr. Frank Fisher) 

5) Basic Genealogy Course: (Mr. Frank Fisher) 

The computer classes are always filled, and there are still many people on the 
waiting list. Most of the children who have taken classes here are home-schooled, 
or have an interest in learning more about computers. 

Additional services provided at the library include: educational training, tutoring; 
NH Works job training, including Step-by-Step, a program that helps one prepare for 
a job search; the Leap program; Welfare-to-Work program; computer access to NH 
Works program; and resume writing. 

Books are delivered to homebound residents of Ossipee. 

Story time is held every Tuesday and Wednesday mornings at 10:30 for pre- 
school children and Wednesday afternoons at 3:30 for school-aged children. 
Special holiday stories and other children's programs are held throughout the year. 

Civil, scout and cultural meetings are held frequently at the library. 

Tax help through AARP volunteers Is available in February, March and April. 

A book discussion group meets every second Monday evening of each month 
at 7:00 p.m. 

The Ossipee Historical Society sponsors public programs at the library on the 
third Tuesday evening of the month. 

Educational videos also are available for circulation. 

The Friends of the Library continue to volunteer and supply the library with 
needed materials, such as additional shelf units, magazine racks, etc. The on-going 
automation process has involved many hours and a complete reorganization of 
library materials. Volunteers have updated shelf work and helped with bar-coding 
and data entry. Most other area libraries have contracted with outside companies 
to do the time-consuming work. The estimated savings to Ossipee taxpayers is 
$26,000.00. 

Mary Buswell, our Library Trustee and Treasurer, moved to Freedom. Having 
done a superb job, she will be greatly missed. Fortunately, she will remain a partron 
and a dear friend to all of us. 
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Appreciation and thankfulness go out to our large group of volunteers, the 
wonderful people who give of themselves to enrich the lives of others. It is this team 
effort that makes the Ossipee Public Library what it is today.

SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


Repairs on the Town Hall continued. The shingling of the roof was completed, the 
kitchen was completely rewired, work started on rewiring and replacement of the 
ceiling lights, and a contract was reviewed for replacement of the ceiling tiles. 

The doors to the highway garage were replaced. This was badly needed and 
should result in some fuel savings from heat loss. New gutters for the building have 
also been purchased. 

Money appropriated for highways was used to pave Deer Cove Road, a mile of 
rebuilt Chickville Road, and a portion of Ossipee Mt. Road. A finish coat of pavement 
was also put on Dorr's Corner Road. 

A paved entrance was installed at the lower end of Constitution Park, connecting 
it with Route 25. The Highway Dept. cleared and leveled the area. This will be used 
for parking during Old Home Week celebrations and should ease traffic congestion 
at the 4th of July celebrations. 

Several changes/additions were made in personnel this year. Douglas Sargent 
was hired as Director of Public Works. Doug brings many years of construction and 
project management to the town. He has worked in several countries and states. He 
also has experience in Water and Sewer and we anticipate his experience will serve 
the town well in years to come. 

Marge Vacca was hired to handle Welfare cases on a part-time basis under the 
direction of Martha Eldridge. This arrangement has freed up considerable time for 
Martha to work on other issues. 

Bruce Williams was promoted to Highway Working Supervisor and Rene Abbott 
was hired as a full-time employee at the incinerator. Lloyd Wilkins retired from the 
Highway Dept. after 40 years. 

Over the years the number of people in the Highway Department had been allowed 
to drop by attrition from 10 to 8. Although the workload has increased we have not 
added to the total number of people, but did two employees to replace the ones that 
we lost during the year. 

We would like to thank all of the Town employees and volunteers for their 
performance during the year. The Town is very fortunate to have such a good group 
of dedicated people.

The Carroll County Community Contact office is a private, non-profit Community 
Center for Family Services and Referrals that was established in 1984, operating 
from our base at 5 Folsom Road, Center Ossipee, New Hampshire. We have nine 
regularly scheduled satellite office sites located throughout Carroll County. 

The Carroll County Community Contact office has provided services for 2,542 
of Ossipee's citizens, processing 653 fuel applications, 189 being elderly and 116 
disabled, and linked 1,584 with other Community Action Programs. 


TRI-COUNTY COMMUNITY ACTION HAS SPENT $442,477.85 ON OSSIPEE 
CITIZENS BETWEEN JULY 1, 1999 AND JUNE 30, 2000. 


Community Contact is dependent upon funding from your town and neighboring 
communities county-wide to provide necessary services for the less fortunate 
citizens in our communities. The local funds are combined with the Community 
Services Block Grant, Fuel Assistance, New Hampshire Emergency Shelter Grant, 
Homeless Programs, EFSP, McKinney, and private and corporate benefactors. We 
also are the conduit through which the USDA Surplus Food is distributed to the 11 
food pantries and 4 Dinner Bells throughout Carroll County in order to serve our 
residents. 

Carroll County Community Contact is known as a family friendly agency. Our 
staff has the trust of the entire county. We are able to successfully partner with 
individual families and assist them one-on-one to identify barriers blocking the way 
to self-sufficiency and the resources to overcome these barriers. We provided 
information, referrals and assisted with advocacy for more than 14,927 households 
in Carroll County last year. 

We have greatly appreciated the support, cooperation and partnership with your 
elected officials, staff, and residents, as well as other social service agencies, and 
our Clients.

OSSIPEE HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The Ossipee Historical Society is anon-profit organization which is charged with 
performing several central missions; to acquire, accept by gift, purchase or hold in 
trust, preserve, arrange and make available artifacts, manuscripts, books and 
papers which have to do with life in the town of Ossipee from 1785 to the present. 
Also, to build, lease any buildings and hold any real-estate by ownership or lease that 
may be necessary to carry into effect the purpose for which this Society is formed. 

We currently hold over 8,000 items pertaining to the history of Ossipee. These 
items are housed in the Grant Museum and can be seen when the museum is open 
in the summer months. The museum welcomed 150 visitors this past season and 
acquired 26 new acquisitions. The Society also maintains the Early Settlers Meeting 
House located in the Granite Section of the town. On the 3rd Sunday in August the 
meeting house is opened for a Sunday service. Plan on attending and sitting in the 
pews that the early settlers of Ossipee satin. The Society also cares for the Ossipee 
Pound located just off Walker Hill Road. This past year a new gate was installed to 
the pound. 

With the help of Winnie Mitchell, the Society continued to help folks from around 
the country to trace their Ossipee roots. This service continues to grow as the interest 
in genealogy grows across the nation. It is hoped that we can get some help for 
Winnie and get some of the early family trees on the Society's computer. If anyone 
would like to donate their family tree to the society, please drop it off at the library, 
or volunteer to do look ups and create family trees, please contact a Society board 
member. 

The Society awarded its annual history to a deserving Kingswood High School 
history student from Ossipee. 

The Society also sponsored a walking tour of Center Ossipee which was lead 
by Ted Cook. About 50 joined the tour. Walking tour guides are available from the 
Society or at the Library. 

The year 2001 promises to be a banner year for the Society. We hope to gain 
new properties, and artifacts. It is also hoped that a number of family trees can be 
put together and made available at the Library. Also, the Early Settlers Meeting 
House and Grant Museum will get a new coat of paint and other much needed 
repairs. 

The Ossipee Historical Society would like to take this opportunity and thank the 
town for all its support over the years and hope that the same level of support will 
continue for many years to come.

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OSSIPEE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board met regularly on the first and third Tuesdays at 7:00 p.m. 
at the Ossipee Town Hall. Additional meetings and work sessions were held when 
necessary. We reviewed and approved eleven site plans of non-residential uses. 
We approved two subdivisions and one boundary line adjustment. There were 
seven merger of lots and one special use permit issued. 

The Ossipee Planning Board encourages applicants to meet with the Zoning 
Enforcement Officer. This will ensure they are in compliance with all zoning issues 
before coming before the Planning Board for final approval. With the help of our 
Zoning Officer, Bud O'Donnell, we can expedite the procedure. 

With the guidance of the Lakes Region Planning Commission we have put 
together amendments to the Ossipee Zoning Ordinance. We have proposed an 
addition to the Zoning to cover Telecommunication facilities. This should protect us 
in the future in regards to new installations and additions to existing towers. We were 
informed to reaffirm our vote taken at the March 2000 town meeting. The reason 
behind this is to erase any doubt regarding the notification process. You will also find 
some minor changes to the tables and charts that will require your vote at town 
meeting. 

We are working on an ongoing project of upgrading the Master Plan. Our 
secretary, Patricia Jones, is compiling information for this project. We are required 
to upgrade the Master Plan so that when we make changes to the zoning they reflect 
the wishes of residents of the town. If you have any questions on this project please 
come to any of our meetings and we will address your concerns and comments. 

In 2001 we will continue to upgrade our Site Plan Review Regulations. Our 
Earth Excavation guidelines will be looked at very closely to make sure everyone is 
in compliance when permits are up for renewal. 

We encourage and welcome any interested people to attend our meetings. 
Your input is important and vital to the ongoing planning of your community. It is with 
pleasure we serve the Town of Ossipee.

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REPORT OF THE ZONING ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


The following is the Zoning Enforcement Officer's Annual Report for the year 
ending December 31, 2000. 


Building/Zoning Permits Issued 130 each 
Building Permit Fees Paid to Town $3,250.00 
Sign Permits Issued 10 each 
Total Correspondence Issued 229 Letters 
Violations of Ordinances Cited 24 Letters 
Denial of Building/Zoning Permit 47 Letters 


The majority of the permit denials were later rescinded and permits issued as 
the result of subsequent appeals to the Zoning Board of Adjustment and its issuance 
of special exceptions, variances, or other appropriate relief. 

Most of the violations were corrected by appropriate corrective action by the 
property owners involved. However, there remain six (6) outstanding violations 
which are in various stages of negotiation, appeals, or corrective action. 

As requested, meetings of the Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, and Zoning 
Board of Adjustment were attended for testimony and to discuss violations and other 
matters related to the town's ordinances.

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LAKES REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 


LRPC with a service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, 
Grafton and Merrimack Counties, is one of nine regional planning agencies estab- 
lished by state statute. We continued to have a very busy year. Our work program 
remains full with activities such as local planning assistance, circuit rider planning, 
regional information systems and mapping, transportation planning, economic 
development, and natural resources planning. We are funded through multiple 
sources including local dues contributed by member municipalities. LRPC is called 
upon many times each week to provide local technical advice, and to respond to 
requests for service. We have also continued to maintain a regular dialogue with 
those state agencies that depend on us as a resource for the entire Lakes Region. 
Our goal remains to provide support and leadership to the region, its government, 
businesses, and citizens. 


A few of our accomplishments over the past year are as follows: 


e Updated the Region's Transportation Plan which lays the ground work for future 
transportation related projects. Initiated the update of the 2000 Regional Trans- 
portation Improvement Programs. 

e !n cooperation with the New Hampshire Municipal Association, LRPC organized 
a day-long workshop on "Planning Board Basics" which was well received by area 
participants. 

¢ Co-hosted and organized three public Municipal Law Lectures where practicing 
attorneys provide a legal perspective on local planning, zoning and other munici- 
pal issues. 

¢ Coordinated the 15th annual Household Hazardous Waste Collection (HHW), the 
largest single day, multi-site collection in New Hampshire. Renewed efforts to 
include a permanent HHW Collection Center by creating the Lakes Region 
Household Hazardous Product Facility Committee. 

e Prepared and released an annual report on Development Trends in the Lakes 
Region. Over 92% of all development in the region remains residential develop- 
ment. 

e Prepared an assessment on the way area communities regulate home occupa- 
tions through zoning ordinances. 

¢ Represented local interests on the policy boards of area economic development 
councils. ; 

¢ Performed approximately 130 traffic counts around the region, as the result of a 
new initiative with the NH Department of Transportation. 

¢ Continued to provide support to the Pemigewasset River Local Advisory Commit- 
tee leading to the adoption of a River Corridor Management Plan. 

* Co-sponsored a regional meeting, in cooperation with the NH Office of State 
Planning, on the federal and state flood insurance program. 

¢ Expanded the digital, regional land use database; twenty-one municipalities are 
now completed. 

* Completed and submitted the Lakes Region Tour Scenic Byway Plan, a unique 
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resource to aid regional transportation and tourism. 

¢ Convened four area commission meetings that focused on transportation, historic 
preservation, Main Street and groundwater. 

¢ Co-hosted a tourism economic development forum, in cooperation with the 
Division of Resources and Economic Development and Belknap County Eco- 
nomic Development Council.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission has continued to remain active in the year 2000 
by fulfilling its devotion to the natural resources of Ossipee. We meet the second 
Wednesday of the month at 7:00 p.m. and all are welcome and encouraged to attend. 

A diligent and enthusiastic membership has enabled this board to work 
collectively and thoughifully in reviewing the monthly correspondence. Conserva- 
tion Commission members are Ralph Buchanan, Maria LaGuardia, Randy Lyman, 
Tim Nolin, John Smith, Barbara Holstein, Greg Bossart and Peter Olkkola. Peter 
stepped down from chairman although continues to be present and active in our 
meetings. Peter has exemplified an enormous commitment to this board and its 
purpose after serving it for some 15 years. Peter's leadership qualities have 
contributed significantly to the welfare of the natural resource base in Ossipee. 

We began the new millenium by hosting an educational program presented by 
the Squam Lakes Science Center. Alive "Birds of Prey" presentation was thoroughly 
exciting and very educational. A wildlife educational program is conducted annually 
and usually occurs in the month of March. 

The suggestion of a potential land sale posed by UNH led to extensive inquiries 
from the Conservation Commission in regards to a concern for the inherent value of 
these lands. Additional support from public officials and private institutions ad- 
dressed legitimate issues as well. A !oss of the educational value and the notion of 
sustainable, long term, forest management was a conceivable risk in the sale of 
these lands. 

The Conservation Commission was also present in various public meetings 
addressing concerns tc such things as a proposed underground gasoline storage 
facility located on the aquifer, and a proposed ATV trail network located in the Pine 
River State Forest, an area specifically designated for passive recreation use. The 
Conservation Commission worked collectively with The Green Mountain Conserva- 
tion Group and the Effingham Conservation Commission to halt the execution of this 
proposal. 

The Conservation Commission has also publicly expressed its viewpoint on the 
rapid and aggresive deployment of tele-communication towers and the adverse 
impact and impairment they have on the landscape. 

Board members exhibited a sincere educational outreach towards the ill effects 
of milfoil and aquatic nuisance plants. A campaign to educate lake and water 
recreationists regarding plant attachment to boating vessels, and the devastating 
effect these plant families have on the environment has begun. In conjunction with 
the Green Mountain Conservation Group, the Ossipee Conservation Committee has 
designed an educational sign pertaining to the location and significance of the 
Ossipee watershed. The sign will be located at the Pine River boat landing on Rte. 
25 and is sponsored by the Department of Resource and Economic Development. 


Along with the recognition of the genuine efforts of the members of the Ossipee 
Conservation Commission, it is important to acknowledge fellow associates that 
have also played a role in the positive impact of our natural resource protection and 
enhancement. The Conservation Commission has continued to maintain a rapport 
with the Department of Environmental Services while they have been of our 
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assistance in numerous cases. The Green Mountain Conservation Group has 
demonstrated progressive momentum in an outstanding educational outreach 
program promoting the importance and value of the surrounding watershed. The 
Ossipee Conservation Committee is pleased to work collaboratively with Green 
Mountain in many projects relative to Ossipee lands. We have also established a 
working relationship with the Effingham Conservation Commission in working 
towards common goals. Since ecological systems have no boundaries, it is evident 
to establish these partnerships with neighboring interest groups. Also, the dedicated 
and credible support from UNH Cooperative Extension has provided surmountable 
assistance towards the endeavors of this board and forest management practices. 

A long range goal of this board is to acquire conservation land easements on 
biologically significant and or sensitive land vulnerable to human impact in the 
Ossipee area. The intention is to encourage stewardship programs on such lands 
for the betterment of the biological and cultural communities. 

In summary, the Ossipee Conservation Committee upholds a strong commit- 
ment in protecting the overall integrity of the ecosystem ofthis particularly unique and 
interesting bioregion. An area such as this, that contains a high magnitude of 
biodiversity and spectacular geological features, must maintain its indigenousness 
forthe sake of future generations. Itis in our decisions as citizens, andin our planning 
processes, and through a wholesome community effort that we all commit to, that we 
will maintain an enabling environment for us to reside in.

The total 
grant was for $12,259.00. The Grant provides us with the resources to maintain and 
upgrade the existing trails at Constitution Park. There were numerous pieces of 
equipment, tools, and other materials purchased, including the small storage shed 
behind the Recreation Department office, that the grant money was used for. In 
addition, numerous volunteer hours has been put into this project for the grant needs 
to be completed by this September. Once the grant timetable is through, the 
equipment that it allowed us to purchase will allow us to maintain the trails for along 
time. The remaining work for the grant will start in mid-May. This is the remaining 
work that needs to be done: 

e Spring clean-up of the trails 

e Remove hazards (dead trees, limbs, etc.) 

e Renovate and rebuild the trailhead parking area 
¢ Install an information kiosk at the parking area 
¢ and install signage at the trailheads 

The trails are a great place to spend your lunch time or to simply take a 
leisurely hike and enjoy all of the many natural sites and great scenery and views of 
Ossipee Lake, and the Ossipee, Sandwich, and White Mountains.

VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION - HOSPICE 


The year 2000 has been a real challenge for the home care industry and for VNA- 
Hospice. All three of the Agency's programs have faced significant financial 
problems. The smallest of the three programs is the Maternal Child Health Program. 
Its main focus is children and their families. The services that are offered in this 
program are grant funded and most of the funding sources are giving either level 
funding or have decreased their funding, resulting in increased losses. 

The Agency's Hospice Program continues to be one of the largest Hospices north 
of Concord and if our patients’ and families' comments are true, then our program is 
also one of the best. The program underwent its first State review and was re- 
certified after having been found to be in compliance with all State and Medicare 
Conditions of Participation. 

The Hospice program provided end-of life and palliative care services to 105 
patients this past year and had a total of 5010 Hospice days. Over 1000 visits were 
made by volunteers to our clients! The Hospice Program lost over $192,000 during 
the last year and this was a result of clients being referred to the Program very close 
to their death when care is most expensive. The cost of medications and durable 
medical supplies has increased significantly, without any increase in funding from 
Medicare. In fact, for every $1.00 reimbursed to the Program, we spend over $1.30. 

The Home Care Program is certified by Medicare and remains the largest of the 
Agency's programs. It provides for skilled nursing, psychiatric nursing, personal 
care, physical therapy, occupational therapy and speech therapy in a client's home. 
The year 2000 has been a challenging year because of the change in the way its 
services were being reimbursed. As of October 1, 2000 the entire home care industry 
changed from a cost based reimbursement methodology to a Prospective Pay 
Service, where we are reimbursed for a 60 day episode of care. Much of the year 
was spent in preparing for this change. It required many extra hours of educational 
preparation and also required major updates to our computer systems and our 
documentation methodology, which now determines the amount that the Agency is 
reimbursed. 

The staff has driven over 36,000 miles while making over 33,000 visits to residents 
of Southern Carroll County and Ossipee this year. In Ossipee, VNA-Hospice made 
7,487 visits, 2,572 of which were in our Hospice program.

Through a balance of consistency and adjustment, OCC has survived and 
sometimes flourished during twenty-six years of change, economic, mental, and 
social ebbs and flows amassed over time create the need and desire for growth and 
difference. With all of this it is also right to recognize and keep what will always be 
good. 

Our meals are good. From home-delivered to congregate, 48,088 of them. The 
proper nutritional information and food vouchers from our WIC program are good - 
an important service for health promotion. What our daycare children learn in a safe 
and enjoyable environment is also good. An early boost for their future. And finally, 
our CSF (Commodity Supplemental Food) Program for eligible seniors and WIC 
participants who find nutritional goodness in the monthly food box. 

OCC staff and Board of Directors know that there will always be the need to raise 
funds to stretch budget dollars, and to ultimately improve services. And so all 
selflessly give a number of fundraisers throughout the year: food sales, monthly 
turkey suppers, raffles, Spring Fling, Harvest Fair, fudge drive, catered events, 
crafts, and the Annual Christmas Fair with proceeds to benefit the Ossipee Santa 
Project. 

Additional programs and events held during the year are: monthly blood 
pressure checks and annual flu shots by VNA-Hospice of Southern Carroll County 
and Vicinity, Inc., Annual Rabies Clinic (with Kindness Animal Hospital of Ossipee), 
computer access, senior shopping and recreational trips, nature walks, birdwatching, 
bingo, chair caning, Tuesday morning Walk-for-Life, crafts, and the Monday Night 
Whist Party. 

The Ossipee Santa Project may be the epitome of help and hope. A large and 
impressive list of groups and organizations, churches and schools, and businesses 
and individuals magnetized for the holidays, and provided support on Christmas Day 
to 334 children in 127 households for the year 2000. Also, to add to the warmth of 
the season, hundreds of used coats were donated to the Ossipee/Wolfeboro 
Cleaners for free cleaning, and then for distribution at OCC. 

OCC has many volunteers. The reasons are known only to them. But the impact 
is good. Developing acommon working relationship with OCC staff helps to present 
a better product, and to create greater success through the intangible. 

OCC gained incorporation in 1975. Twenty-six years ago. Many friends have 
come and gone during that time. We worked and laughed with most of them. We 
made new friends. And that's all good.

| have interviewed 108 applications for Town Assistance. Some have received 
assistance; some have been referred to other agencies; some have been denied 
assistance, while others needed information only. 

State RSA:165:20 gives the Town Recovery of Expenses: The Town of Ossipee 
has a workfare program, repayment program, lien property owners program. We 
have used all methods to recover some expenses. We will continue these programs 
in the coming year.

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OSSIPEE WATER & SEWER DEPARTMENT 


The Department is still struggling, but we are making progress under the 
direction of Woodard and Curran who are doing a wonderful job. We are fortunate 
in having them run our operation. We now have 2 fulltime employees as well as Polly 
Templeton in the office. Polly has sold her house and moved to Fryeburg in February. 
Polly will be greatly missed. JoAnn Wilkish will be the new person in the office. 

We are asking the town to pay the water debt service for another year in the 
amount of $63,270.00. We hope everyone will support this article as it will amount 
to less than $1.00 on an assessment of $100,000.00. 

Another problem we are facing is the upgrading of the Beech River pump station. 
There is a major problem down there, and unless it is fixed, will cause the system to 
shutdown. If it does, this will mean taking the septage from there to Conway costing 
the town thousands of dollars. We have received a proposal to replace the pumps 
and other equipment and to ream out the main from the station to Camp David. This 
will take care of the problems there. We are asking the taxpayers to approve the 
necessary funds as It is a real asset to the town. We have 200 users on the sewer, 
and if this appropriation is not approved will result in a $300.00 a year increase per 
user. Many of whom are on fixed incomes and not able to afford the additional cost. 
We are trying to get a grant to pay for this, and if we do the town will be repaid. 

We have already raised the rates to be effective with the next billing which we 
hope will get us on an even keel. We hope and trust you will give us your support 
on these 2 articles. 

We need to upgrade the water main from Old Route 16 to the Hodsdon Farm, 
and are working on getting a grant for that project. That should help the Department 
by providing better service to those people. We also would not be having expensive 
breaks in that area.

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BENEFITS OF TOWN-COORDINATED 
Private Well Water Quality Testing Program 


The enclosed camera-ready public service announcement alerts homeowners 
with private wells to the importance of testing their wells for water quality. In some 
communities, the health officer, code enforcement department, or planning board 
has acted as an intermediary between the laboratory and the private well owner. This 
effort, as an intermediary, could involve as little as stocking empty sample bottles at 
the town hall or as much as acting as a courier of filled sample bottles on a formal 
schedule, such as every other week. Please feel free to contact Bernie Lucey at the 
N.H. Department of Environmental Services, 271-2952, to discuss these options in 
more detail. 


Benefits of Town Coordination 


e Town-coordinated stocking and/or courier service for sample bottles assists the 
private well owner by saving time and fuel. 

e Water quality testing will reduce needless health risks to residents who have 
contaminated wells. 

e Water quality data helps guide town planning efforts. The data increases the 
town's knowledge of the quality of its water resources. Also, through such testing, 
highly contaminated areas may be identified before additional development 
begins. In high contaminant areas, central water systems may be less costly than 
installing individual water treatment units in each well owner's basement.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE 
WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


There are 2,200 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
throughout the state. Ossipee has a Forest Fire Warden and nine Deputy 
Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, 
and law enforcement. The number of fires reported during the 2000 fire season 
was below average as referenced in the statistics below. Despite this, our network 
of fire towers and detection patrols were still quite busy with the fire towers being 
first to report over 135 fires. These fires were quickly and accurately reported to 
the local fire department for their prompt and effective suppression efforts. 
Wildland fires occurring in areas where homes are situated in the woodlands are 
a serious concern for both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can help 
protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space around them and 
making sure that houses are properly identified with street numbers. Please 
contact the Forest Protection Bureau or local Forest Fire Warden to request a 
brochure to assist you in accessing fire safety around your home and woodlands. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required 
before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are required for any open 
burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow where the 
burning will be done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the 
other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable 
for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of 
Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. Forest Rangers have investigated 
numerous complaints regarding violations of the timber harvest and forest fire 
laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any 
questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271- 
2217, or for general information visit our website at www.dred.state.nh.us or 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Timber Monitor through the Town Hall. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 
contract aircraft patrols. This early detection system and reports from citizens aid 
in the quick response from local fire departments. These factors are critical in 
controlling the size of wildland fires, keeping the loss of property and suppression 
costs as low as possible. Due to permitting and fire safety concerns, please 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden or fire department BEFORE using portable 
outdoor fire places and vessels, including those constructed of clay, concrete or 
wire mesh. 

Please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or fire department before doing 
ANY outside burning.
